The Standard companies were de- 
clared in the report to exercise this 
control in such a manner as to fix 
“the price which the producer of 
crude oil receives at the well, the 
price which the refiner receives for 
his gasoline and kerosene as well as 
the retail price by the consumer.” 

The report declared the committee 
through its inquiry had found that 
this control was exercised through 
methods “more subtle’ than those 
used by the Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey and its subsidiaries 
prior to the dissolution decres and 
with the result that “in some re- 
spects the industry as a whole, as 
well as the public, are more com- 
pletely at the mercy of the Standard 
Oil interests” than before the supreme |

Bill Providing New Sys- 
tems for Agricultural 
Credits Passed in Clos- 
ing Hours. 


Washington, March 4.—The 
posite farm credits measure finally 
passed by the senate and house in the 
closing hours of the session was sign- 
(ed today by President Harding. 

One of the last measures to be en- 
acted by the 67th congress, the 
measure was rushed to the white 
house after final senate action early 
today and the president affixed his 
signature before going to the capitol 
ty sign the flood of last-minute bills.

Besides providing two new 8ys8-

Woodall’s Statement. 

Charges that Chief Beavers is en- 
deavoring to mislead the public as 
to police affairs were made Sunday 
by Councilman Fred C. Woodall, vice 
chairman of the police committee, in 
replying to a statement issued by 
George C. Spence, attorney for the 
chief, 

Councilman Woodall charged that 
the chief has not exerted the proper 
effort to learn the facts on which he 
based the charge in Sunday’s papers 
that he (Woodall) had attempted to 
impede the enforcement of the traffic 
ordinances. 

“The only instance in which I 
have attempted to interfere with traf- 
fice officers, was one morning last 
week when I saw a policeman forbid- 
ding autoists to park on the west side 
of Cone street\” he said. “The offi- 
eer had a copy of an ordinance passed 
last April some time, I believe, and 
did noteknow that it had been re- 
pealed. 

“Asked Him to Call Chief.” 

“When I asked him if he knew au- 
tomobiles could be parked there for 
the period of one-half hour, he replied 
that he had instructions not to per- 
mit it. I immediately asked him to 
get in touch with Chief Beavers, or 
his sergeant, and first learn whether 
or not the ordinance had been re- 
peated. 

“T felt it my duty to see to it that 
the officer was correctly informed, 
because I am a member of the police 
committee and a member of city coun- 
cil, and I directed him to his chief 
or sergeant for instructions.” 

Committeeman Woodall also denied 
that the police committee had select- 
ed Officer E. C. Stegall to head the 
vice squad.

Oh, Baby? 

Eighty years ago the average num- 
'ber of children in an American fam- 
ily was three. Forty years ago the 
|} average number was two. Now the 
average is approximately one for every 
three marriages. About thirty per 
cent of ‘marriages in America today 
are profanations of all that is sacred, 
and of course these soon terminate in 
disaster, : 

The late Dr. 
Bell succeeded in collecting data on 


numerous families of a dozen or more 
children, all of high attainments, 
physically, morally and intellectually, 
But nevertheless a three-child family 
today is a sight for sore eyes, and 
from that number on up to a complete 
baseball nine warrants a special story 
with pictures in the papers. 
Nowadays when the first child ar- 
rives the parents and relatives gather 
around and joyfully sing “O Baby.” 
When the second comes along the 
neighbors join in, singing, “Oh, Baby.” 
And if a third little stranger ventures 
to put in an appearance a social ger- 
vice investigator makes a survey of 
the conditions and lectures the par- 
ents to the tune of “Oh, Baby?” 
Thank goodness, however, a baby's 
chance to survive the first year is 
better today than it has ever been. 
Something like seven out of every 
eight babies now live at least a year. 
| This is strong argument against “ex- 
| perience” and in favor of theoretical 
or book learning about the care of 
babies, for although our grandmoth- 
ers and great grandmothers had more 
experience than their granddaughters 
| and great grandaughters are likely to 
| get in the care of habies. the young 
| ‘uns now raise comparatively more 
|children than the grannies ever man- 
aged to raise. The modern young 
mother, if she is at all intelligent, 
reads and studies more or less scien-

country people. 

And in this good work they stimn-

Growing Opportunity 
For Trade With China 


New York, March 4.—At the tenth 
annual dinner of the China Society 
of America the chief point of discus- 
sion was that China represents im- 
mense possibilities for increased com- 
mercial intercourse and friendship 
with the United Stares. This was 
particularly brought out by Profes- 
sor William (Wei Lien) Hung, of 
Pekin university, who put it in the 
following form: 

Three great maps seem to cover the de- 
velopmental history of the world. The first 
was a map of the Mediterranean basin, 
with the Igyptian, Grecian, Roman and 
African civilizations surrounding it. The 
second was a map of the Atlantic basin 
with Europe on one side and America, only 
potentially great, on the other side. The 
third great map, and the map of the pres- 
ent moment, is that of the Pacific basin 
with the Americas on one gide and the 
continent of Asia on tbe other. China 
holding one-fourth of the human popula- 
tion as a great potential force. Hence, 
with the United States of America so vast 
in its present development and power, and 
China so vast in its posgibilities, a union 
of forces is possible that can influence the | 
world immensely.’’

Answer.—Do not use an acid. No 
such application is safe to use on a 
mole—the proper method of removing 
the mole should be left to the hands 
of a physician. The corn remedy— 
a solution of 30 grains of salicylic 
acid in half an ounce of flexible eol- 
lodion—may be used with success for 
isolated warts. When there are many 
warts, or when warts are on the face, 
only a physician should treat them.

Growing Opportunity 
For Trade With China 


New York, March 4.—At the tenth 
annual dinner of the China Society 
of America the chief point of diseus- 
sion was that China represents im- 
mense possibilities for increased com- 
mercial intercourse and friendship 
With the United States. This was 
particularly brought out by Profes- 
sor William (Wei Lien) Hung, of 
Pekin university, who put it in the 
foflowing form: 

Three great maps geem to cover the de- 
velopmental history of the world. The first 
was a map of the Mediterranean basin, 
with the Egyptian, Grecian, Roman and 
African civilizations surrounding it. The 
second was a map of the Atlantic basin 
with Europe on one side and America, only 
potentially great, on the other side. The 
third great map, and the map of the pres- 
ent moment, is that of the Pacific basin 
with the Americas on one gide and the 
continent of Asia on the other. China 
holding one-fourth of the human popula- 
tion as a great potential force. Hence, 
with the United States of America so vast 
in its present development and power, and 
China so vast in its posgibilities, a union 
of forces is possible that can influence the 
world immensely.’’

After that you need 
only rub in a bit of cream to make 
sure that your nails will look attrac- 
tive.
